THE ADMINISTRATION OF DENTAL BENEFIT. 


A crrcuLar issued on behalf of the Ministry of Health and 
the Scottish Board of Health sets out the new arrange- 
ments for the administration of Dental Benefit, which came 
into operation on the first day of the present month. As 
a result of the second valuation of approved societies the 
sum of money annually available for dental benefit has 
reached the very considerable figure of over, £2,000,000. 
The great majority of approved societies and of practising 
dentists are now concerned in the matter, and in the 
interests of dentists and of insured persons alike it was 
felt necessary that there should be a general and uniform 
agreement between the dental profession and the approved 
societies, with a view to securing a thoroughly satisfacto 

service. The present agreement is the result of the wo 

of a joint committee under the auspices of the Mimistry of 
Health and the Scottish Board of Health, consisting of 
fourteen ntatives of approved societies and fourteen 
members of the dental profession. It will be noted that the 
dentists are in the position of having to negotiate directly 
with the approved societies as to their terms of service and 
remuneration, since dental benefit is one of the additional 
benefits administered solely by approved societies. Were 
this benefit to be made, like medical benefit, a statutory, 
instead of an additional, benefit, the case would be altered, 
and national negotiations would. then be conducted on 
beha¥ of the whole insured population by some public 
representative body, probably the Ministry of Health or 
the Scottish Board of Health, as the case might be. In 
these circumstances it is satisfactory that am agreement 
sufficiently acceptable to both sides has been arrived at. 
This agreement is not compulsory upon all approved 
societies and branches giving dental benefit, but it comes 
to them with such strong recommendation that it will no 
doubt be universally adopted. Medical practitioners -will 
share the hope that it will result in a really efficient 
dental service for insured persons in all parts of the 
country. As the agreement is at present drawn it appears 
that the society will pay the whole cost of dental treatment, 
except that as regards provision of artificial teeth and 
repairs and remodelling of dentures it may decide to pay 
only a proportion of the cost, not being less than one-half. 
This will make the scheme of substantial advantage to 
insured persons entitled to the benefit, and should at the 
Same time encourage conservative dentistry. The agreed 
scale of fees seems to be reasonable, based as it is upon 
the understanding that the dentist shall not be required 
to accept instalments or incur the risk of bad debts. and 
that he may decline to do any work until any proportion 
of the cost due from the patient has been paid. It is a 
matter of some interest to note that the scale fees, as 
distinguished from the probably higher private fees, will be

applicable only if the patient has produced within a short 


period a proper voucher that he is an imsured person. 


entitled to treatment. 

The agreement is admittedly experimental. As the Royal 
Commission on National Health Insurance discovered, the 
data for calculating the cost of a fairly complete dental 
service are very uncertain, and it may be found, as the 
result of an extended experience, that the demands on the 
imsurance funds available for this purpose will not admit 
of the full cost of treatment bemg in every case borne by 
such fund. The scheme would then require modification. 
Further, there are two important points m which the 
arrangements are not yet complete. One of the conditions 
of their adoption is that a service of Regional Dental 
Officers shall be instituted. The duties of these officers are 
to be ‘‘ somewhat similar im character to those of Regional 
Medical Officers,’’ and it would be well for the dental pro- 
fession to insist that the definition of these duties shall 
not allow of their becoming of an imspectorial or too im- 
quisitorial a character. There remains also the formulation 
of procedure: fer diseiplinary action. This will meed very 
careful watching, especially as the approved societies are 
in this matter in a stronger position than they are in 
relation to medical benefit. 

There is one clause of the dental agreement which is of 
more direct interest to medical practitioners, some of whom 
will ne doubt read it with a certain degree of astonishment. 
Under the heading general anaesthetics ”’ provision is 
made for fees in respect of (1) “‘ simple administration ” 
of ‘‘ nitrous oxide or similar anaesthetie,’’ and (2) “ pro- 
longed anaesthesia ’’; and, curiously enough, the fee ander 


the former heading is to be larger (10s.) when extrac- . 


tions are from both upper and lower jaws than when 
extractions are from ene jaw only (7s. 6d.). Under the 
heading of prelonged anaesthesia ’’ the anaesthetist’s 
fee is to be one guinea, ‘‘ or such lower sum as the anaes- 
thetist is ordinarily prepared te accept,’ and im this case 
the anaesthetist to be chosen by the operating dentist must 
be “ either a medical practitioner, or a dentist skilled in the 
administration of a suitable anaesthetic and included in 
a list to be approved by the Dental Benefit Joint Com- 
mittee.”” The comma in this quotation does not appear 
in the original, but is of importance, as presumably the 
stated qualification is intended to apply to dentists only. 
That dentists without a medical qualification are permitted 
by law to administer anaesthetics other than nitrous oxide 
for prolonged dental operations is not generally realized. 
The propriety of this is very doubtful, and the unwisdom 
of such a practice is probably recognized by most qualified 
dentists, who invariably call upon the services of a 
registered medical practitioner for this purpose. Never- 
theless, the situation to which attention is thus drawn 
requires consideration, more especially as there stands 
on record a resolution of the Representative Body of 
the British Medical Association deprecatmg any such 


practice.

In connexion with the correspondence which has recently 
appeared in the columns of the British Mepica, JouRNAL 
relative to medical defence, the Medico-Political Committee 
of the British Medical Association has appointed a sub- 
committee to confer with representatives of the medical 
defence societies on the matters dealt with in the corre- 
spondence and with other matters connected with individual 
medical defence. 


The Katherine Bishop Harman Prize. 

In April, 1926, Mrs, Katherine Bishop Harman, M.B., 
B.S.Lond., presented to the British Medical Association 
the sum of £1,000 for the establishment of a pzize to be 
awarded by the Council for the encouragement of research 
into the disorders incident to maternity. The following 
regulations governing the award of the prize have now 
been approved by the Council of the Association: 


1. The prize shall be named ‘“ The Katherine Bishop Harman 
Prize,” and shall, as a rule, be awarded every second year. Its 
money value shall be the net annual income of the capital fund 
as this has accumulated during a period of two years. The first 
award shall be made in 1928, and essays must be forwarded to 
the Medical Secretary not later than December 31st, 1927. 

2. The purpose of the prize is the encouragement of study and 
research directed to the diminution and avoidance of the risks 
‘od health and life that are apt to arise in pregnancy and child- 

aring. 

3. As a general rule the prize will be awarded for the essay 
which, in an open competition, is judged by the Council to be 
most helpful to the end for which the prize is established, and 
_ the Council may at its discretion either prescribe a. special or 
limited subject for the competition or may leave to the com- 
petitors an individual selection of the work they wish to present, 
provided that this falls within the purpose of the prize. On 
occasion the Council may award the prize, not by the method of 
competition just described, but in recognition of valuable work 
recently published or in aid of a research scheme which appears 
to promise practical results. In every instance the award made 
by the Council shall be final. © 

4. Any medical practitioner registered in the British Empire 
is to for the prize. 

5. Should the Council on any of the selected dates decide that 
no justification for the award of the prize exists, the prize shall 
be offered again in the year next. following this decision, and in 
this event the money value of the prize on the occasion in question 
shall be such proportion of the accumulated income as the Council 
shall determine. 

6. Each essay must. be Oper nen or printed in the English 
language, must be distinguished by a motto, and must be accom- 
panied by a sealed envelope marked with the same motto and 
enclosing the candidate’s name and address. ;
